passed over; indemnity, limitntinn on 
Kussia's seu power, the surrender of iho 
interned warships and the grunt of fish- 
ing rights on the littoral of the maritime 
provinces. 
Remuneration for the cost 


of the war, it is believed, is niunbcr nine, 
the first article to come up today. How 
far it will be threshed out before it is 
"passed over" is problematical. Fishing 
rights Russia will yield. There only re- 
main limitation of Russia's sea power 
and tho surrender of the interned wur- 
bhips. 


LAST CARDS MONDAY. 


The final struggle is close at hand and 


preparations are being made for it. When 
the remaining points of possible agree- 
ment are demonstruted.'un adjournment 
will be taken, probably until Monday,

NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 17—The 


announcement of the discovery of nine 
cases of yellow fever at Mississippi City 
within three miles of Gulf Port, the ter- 
minus of the Gulf and Ship Island road, 
and the fact that the fever has been in 
existence there since -before July 20th, 
the time when the announcements were 
made here, is expected to soften some- 
what the severe criticisms of Mississipp- 
ians of New Orleans for failing to lind 
the local infection earlier. Before it was 
known that there was fever here, there 
were frequent reports of its existence 
on the gulf coast, but the inspection had 
been so rigid along the coast for a month 
by the Alabama. Mississippi and the fed- 
eral authorities that the denial of fever 
at Mississippi City or elsewhere was ac- 
cepted.

DECLINE SHOWN 


IN BIRTH RATE 


Census Statistics Bear Out President's Fears of 


"Race Suicide"—Steady Decrease 


Since 1860. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 
17.—A 


study in the proportion of children in Die 
United States was published by the bur- 
eau of the census yesterday as bulletin 
22. This is a statistical discursiou, writ- 
ten by Prof. Walter F. Wilcox of Cor- 
nell univerity, and based upon data al- 
ready published in the main reports of 
the twelfth census. 


At the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 


tury the children under 10 years of age 
constituted one-third and at the nnd lees 
than one-fourth of the total population. 
The decrease in tin; proportion began as 
early as the dccado 1S10 to 1820, and con- 
tinued uninterruptedly, though at vary- 
ing rates, in each successive decade. This j white children under 10 to the tota 
of itself, however, is not enough to prove 
a declining birth rate, as the decrease in 
the proportion of children in the total 
population may indicate merely an ;n- 
ireasc in the average duration of life 
and the consequent survival of a larger 
number of adults.

But by taking the proportion of chil- 


dren to women of child-bearing ago we 
are able to get a more satisfactory in- 
dex of the movement of the birth rate.

GREATEST IN NORTH AXD WEST. 


If this decline were due in large part 


to the influx of immigrants, we should 
expect it to be greatest in those sections 
of the country to which most of the im- 
migrants have gone—greater in the north 
and west than in the south. It is found, 
in fact, that in the north and west there 
has been a more, or less regular, decline, 
while in the south the change has been 
less regular and the decline less marked.

Attitude of Peace Envoys Un- 


yielding on Question 


of Indemnity. 


An Absolute Case of "Stand Pat" Developed- 


Article in Dispute Passed Over and Discus- 


sion of Limitation of Russia's Naval 


Power in East Taken Up. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. II., Aug. 17.—The 


peace plenipotentiaries 
adjourned for 


luncheon at 1:30 o'clock, having spent 
the entire morning discussing article 0, 
which, it is believed, includes the ques- 
tion of Japan's reimbursement for the 
cost of the war. No agreement 
was 


reached and the commissioners tempora*- 
rily laid it aside and proceeded to dis- 
cuss the following article. 


The official statement of the proceed- 


ings follows: 


"At the morning session of the con- 


ference of August 17, the plenipotentia- 
ries discussed article nine. Not being 
able to reach a unanimous decision, the 
conference decided to record the diver- 
sion of views and proceeded to the dis- 
cussion of the following article. 
The 


conference recessed until 3 o'clock. The 
morning's discussion developed an abso- 
lute impasse. Both sides were obdurate. 
Neither would budge or yield. Agree- 
ment being found impossible, the pleni- 
potentiaries decided to spread on the 
record their respective views and pro- 
ceed to the consideration of article ten, 
which provides for the surrender to Ja- 
pan of Russian warships interned in far 
eastern waters. This article was being 
debated when recess until 3 o'clock was 
taken. It can be staled with almost ab- 
solute positivenens that the two remain- 
ng articles arc in the following order: 
^ticle 11, limitations of Russia's nava! 
power in the far east; Article 12. th? 
grant of fishing rights in the Russian 
Itttoral from Vladivostok to Bering sen. 


FIVE ARTICLES TO DISCUSS. 


Five articles of the "peace treaty of 


Washington" remained to be considered 
when the peace plenipotentiaries resumed 
their session at the navy yard today— 
Sakhalin, upon which it has been im- 
possible to agree, and which ban been 
passed over; indemnity, 
limitation on 


Russia's sea power, the surrender of the 
interned warships and the grant of fish- 
ing rights on the littoral of the maritime 
provinces. 
Remuneration for the cost 


of the war, it is believed, is number nine, 
the first article to come up today. How 
far it will be threshed out before it is 
"passed over" is problematical. Fishing 
rights Russia will yield. There only re- 
main limitation of Russia's sea power 
and the surrender of the interned war- 
ships. 


LAST CARDS MONDAY. 


The final struggle is close at hand and 


preparations are being made for it. When 
the remaining points of possible agree- 
ment are demonstrated, an adjournment 
will be taken, probably until Monday, 
when the plenipotentiaries will show 
their last cards. 


The Japanese are in the closest touch 


with their government. They are keep- 
ing Tokio advised of every development 
of the proceedings. It was 6 o'clock this 
morning when the last stream of cables 
sent Japan was completed. 


ALL KINDS OF WEATHER. 


The weather since the arrival of the 


plenipotentiaries has strangely followed 
the prevailing sentiment as to the out- 
come. Today was bright 
and cheery. 


The sun shone gloriously. 
It was an- 


other page out of the wonderful weather 
book to which New England has treat- 
ed her distinguished foreign guests. Last 
week the heat was unbearable and the 
plenipotentiaries were testy and ungry. 
Saturday was .cold and dreary and it 
looked as if a storm would break. But 
it did not, and the fear that negotia- 
tions might be broken off tvhen the meet- 
ing occurred in the afternoon after the 
presentation of the Russian reply was 
happily averted. Sunday was fair find 
bright. Tuesday it ati)rmcd and in the 
conference room the first un.siirmount- 
ablo barrier appeared, the cession of Sak- 
halin. Yesterday afternoon the weather 
cleared and the plenipotentiaries while 
returning to the hotel were treated to 
the sight of a glorious New England sun- 
set. 


JAPS WORK OVERTIME, 


of the Japanese mission were so 


busy in preparing cables last night that 
they were in consequence a little behind 
the regular hour in getting down stairs 
this morning. It was close to 9:30 be- 
fore Mr. Takahira, followed by 
Baron 


Komura and Sir. Sato, came down to the 
veranda and received the usual respect- 
ful greeting from the guests, who inva- 
riably gather to sue them off. The Rus- 
sian envoys were half way to the navy 
yard when the Japanese set out. 


WITT.E PLAYING FINE GAME. • 
Mr. Witte is yielding point after point 


to Japan in order to strengthen his po- 
sition at the end and when he makea 
his final stand, if Baron Komura refuses 
to yield, to be able to say it was Ja- 
pan's, not Russia's, uncompromising at- 
titude which caused the rupture. 
The 


Russians claim Russia has given up ev- 
ery contention which lay at the root of 
the quarrel between the two countries. 
Korea goes to Japan, dc facto, if not de 
jure, Russia gets out of Manchuria bag 
and baggage, surrenders all except the 
connecting link of the main line of the 
railroad to Vladivostok, and renounces 
all her privileges in the Chinese prov- 
ince. She may even agree to surrender 
the interned ships and the limitation up- 
on her sea power in the far cast in or- 
der that she will no longer be in a posi- 
tion to threaten Japan. But she still 
lias an army of half a million in the 
field, and having given all these proofs 
of her desire to secure what President 
Roosevelt called a "just and lasting" 
peace, she will refuse to pay "blood mon- 
ey," or, if Japan persists in her present 
attitude, to cede a foot of territory.

They 
held a session yesterday afternoon and 
discussed the situation,, but could not ar- 
rive at a decision. There are several 
candidates in the field for 
the place. 


Those mentioned most prominently are 
Dr. "W. S. Havel-, Dr. S. Sprenson and 
Dr. Peehn. 


When 
Chairman Shenkenberg 
was 


questioned relative to the matter last 
evening he said that while the trustees 
talked about a physician at the meeting, 
they desired a little more time to look 
up certain questions, but 
what these 


questions were ho did not relate. The 
chairman further said that what the 
trustees were most interested in was 
getting the patients back in the asylum. 


They are not satisfied with the slow 


manner in which the transfers arc being 
brought about. After the asylum was 
completed and accepted by the state 
board of control, 115 patients were as- 
signed from the 
various institutions 


where they have been since the old asy- 
lum burned. Up to date only five have 
arrived. 


TO FACILITATE THE WORK. 


With a view of • hurrying up 
these 


transfers, Chairman Shenkenberg, Super- 
intendent Bull and his wife, departed 
last evening for Chippcwa Falls and one 
other asylum and expect to bring bnck 
fourteen patients 
within a few 
days. 


The chairman was confulenv that by the 
end of next week the whole hundred and 
fifteen will be housed and cared for in 
the new institution. Why there should 
be such a delay in the transfer the chair- 
man could not state. 


When the first five were brought in 


no notice was given, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Bull were at Waxikesha inspecting the 
asylum there. 
The man who brought 


the patients left them on the platform 
and immediately returned to his home. 
Hired help of the asylum were obliged 
to take the unfortunates hi and Mr. 
Bull was phoned, came down on an elec- 
tric car, hired a livery rig and hustled 
out to the asylum. 
Everything is in 


shape to receive and care fou the pa- 
tients as fast as they come.

NowUnvoan Expert Accountant co Over 


Their Books. 


MILWAUKEE, Aug. 17.—A tendency 


on the part of bankers in the United 
States to have their books and accounts 
carefully gone over by an 
expert ac- 


countant, even after examination by a 
bank inspector, has ^manifested itself 
since the 1\ G. Bigelow affair, according 
to James Mnrwick of Manviek, Mitchell 
& Co., 10 Wall street, New York, who 
is now in Milwaukee supervising the an- 
nual auditing of the books of the Wis- 
consin Central roalway. The Milwaukee 
incident, he suggests, 
has somewhat 


shaken the banking world in the old 
method of inspection. 


"The -average bank inspector usually 


has .not the training and wide experience 
of the chartered accountant," he said. 
"Many of the largest banks in tho great 
cities of the country now turn their 
books over to the chartered accountant, 
without respect to the visit of the regu- 
lar bank inspector. They do this be- 
cause in no other way can they learn 
the exact condition of their business. 
BEST ACCOUNTANTS ARE SCOTCH. 


"I believe that the best accountants in 


the world arc those turned out in Scot- 
land, and who have subsequently done 
work in the large commercial centers, of 
the different nations. 
Before a Scotch 


accountant can be chartered, he must 
serve an apprenticeship of five years un- 
der a regular accountant, the hitter do- 
ing nothing but auditing and inspecting 
books of various companies and corpo- 
rations."

HIDDEN 


Yellow- Fever Has Existed in 


Mississippi Since Jnly 20. 


Removes the Onus of Blame From New 


Orleans—Disease Now Seems 


to be losing its 


Virnleiicy. 


NEW ORLEANS, La,, Aug. 17.—The 


announcement of the discovery of nine 
cases of yellow fever at Mississippi City 
within three miles of Gulf Port, the ter- 
minus of the Gulf and Ship Island road, 
and the fact that the fever has been in 
existence there since before July 20tb, 
the time when the announcements were 
made here, is expected to soften some- 
what the severe criticisms of Mississipp- 
ians of New Orleans for failing to find 
the local infection earlier. Before it was 
known that there was fever here, there 
were frequent reports of its existence 
on the gulf coast, but the inspection had 
been so rigid along the coast for a month 
by the Alabama, Mississippi and the fed- 
eral authorities that the denial of fever 
at Mississippi City or elsewhere was ac- 
cented. 


THE FIRST CASES. 


The .family in which the fever first 


appeared at 
Mississippi 
City 
arrived 


there there from New Orleans July 2, 
and the fever is stated to have been in 
Mississippi since the 20th. The family 
is that of Maj. Gee of Carrollton, Miss., 
who stopped a week in New Orleans on 
their way to Mississippi City. Only one 
of the cases is seriously ill. Troops have 
drawn a cordon around the infected sec- 
tion and every effort will be made by 
Surgeon Wasdin of the msrine hospital 
service to confine the disease. 
All the 


towns on the gulf coast as well as the 
towns on the Gulf and Shin Island road 
have slapped on quarantines. 


The relatively insignificant'number of 


deaths here in 
the past twenty-four 


hours, at a time when it was ejipected 
that them would bo same increase over 
the maximum figures already 
reported 


has made a fine impression on the local 
public, confirming the frequently express- 
ed view that the disease is losing its 
virulcncy in contact with modern forms 
of treatment. 


CASE IN GOTHAM? 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—A yellow fever 


scare was caused yesterday in-a First 
avenue hotel. Brooklyn, when a doctor 
summoned found John G. Murphy, a lab- 
orer violently ill. In a lucid moment he 
said he cnme from Panama a few weeks 
ago. At the Norwegian hospital the phy- 
sicians agreed that Murphy had a mild 
ease of yellow fever. The health depart; 
ment was notified and its agents reported 
that they found certain symptoms of ty- 
phoid malaria and had grave suspicions 
that his fellow physicians were right in 
their opinion that Murphy has yellow 
fever. He ordered Murphy placed in an 
isolated ward. 
An effort will be made 


to find out what steamer brought the 
man here.

Many other pecul- 
iarities exist in the mansion which have 
been the conception of Samuel J. Tilden 
himself and which must have remained 
undiscovered up to this day, although 
the famous dwelling housed tenants since 
his removal to Greystone in 1STO, where 
he died in August, 1880. 


FEARED FOR HIS LIFE. 


There is legend among the old time 


residents of the neighborhood that Til- 
den, who roused a host of enemies by 
the part he took in the 
exposure of 


Tweed ring, had a fear of secret assassi- 
nation and built his house accordingly. 


The interior of the mansion was a 


work of art in its day, and is scarcely 
equalled in some respects even now by 
the^ palaces of upper Fifth avenue. 
In 


the work of remodelling now under way, 
the secret staircase and underground pas- 
sages were discovered. As the builders, 
like Mr. Tilden. long since j.oined their 
fathers no explanation can be given for 
the mysterious passages other than that 
mentioned by old neighbors. 


FIND TERMINUS CLOSED. 


It was found that the building had 


three roofs instead of one and that a 
tiny staircase led to a secret passage 
from the second floor. Entrance to it 
was gained by pressing a knob on a beau- 
tifully carved walnut panel. In the cel- 
lar a puzzling labyrinth of vaults 
and 


passages was found leading to a bricked 
tunnel the walls of wliirh are covered 
wiUi mold but which was otherwise per- 
fectly dry. 
The tunnel, so far as it 


could be explored led straight south from 
the mansion but its terminus evidently 
hud been closed for many years aud the 
air was found so bad that the wreckers 
have not ventured more than twenty-five 
feet into the passage.

Father, John Murphy, Murdered 


by Guards. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis, Aug. 17.—In aa 


attempt to prove her right to a share at 
an estate of .$1,500.000 Sirs. Frank G« 
Curtis, wife of a Milwaukee automobil* 
dealer, has been with her mother, ^ra. 
Ruby Woodman, traveling through th« 
mining districts of Colorado for the pas* 
two years, and it is claimed, is assisting 
to unearth one of'the greatest conspira- 
cies involved in murder and as successful 
a fraud a ever known, says the Mfhvau- 
kee Journal today. The conspiracy in- 
volves several multi-millionaires, men ot 
national reputation, men known in th« 
highest circles of national politics and fi- 
nance. In the early sixties John Mur- 
phy was a poor prospector in Nevada. In 
the latter part of that decado he met ia. 
Noviu, Scotia, Ruby Fox, daughter of at 
farmer of that district. 


After a short engagement the twd 


were married and went west. Shortly 
after they returned and located in New 
York City. Later he returned to the 
west, leaving his wife in New Yort.Sha 
did not hear from him for some months. 
He returned later and took her to Chi- 
cago, where he deserted her, it is claim-* 


Within a year after their marriage, the v 


first child. Ona, who is now the wife of N 
Mr. Curtis was born. During the wom- 
an's stay in Chicago after being aban- 
doned by her husband, a second daugh- 
ter. Elizabeth was born. She was loath 
to inform her father of the disastrous 
end of her marriage and attempted to 
support herself and children by work. 


Later her father went to Chicago for 


her and took her and the older child back 
to .Nova Scotia. 


When Mrs. Murphy received word in 


1871 that her husband had been murder- 
ed near Carson City, while on his way 
back from some mining properties, she 
also received letters telling her that prop- 
erties which he had purchased some time 
before in New York, and which irere 
valued at S50.000 at that time, had prov- 
ed valueless. She made no effort to in- 
vestigate and later married a Mr. Wood- 
man. 


CLAIMED TO BE MILLIONAIRE. 
Six years ago one of the men who bad 


beon part of Murphy's bodyguard died, 
and among his effects were found a nnm- 
ber of papers belonging to Murphy'and 
which it was claimed proved him to have 
been more than a millionaire. 
By his 


will his estate was left to his two daugh- 
ters. Learning of this. Mrs. Curtis im- 
mediately began investigating and learn- 
ed that after her father's death a man 
and womn claiming to be Mr. and Mrs. 
Murphy secured the transfers of the New 
York and Nevada properties to the par* 
ties who it is said were interested in the 
conspiracy. It is said that some of these 
men are prominent in national 
%£Tairs 


and are well known men. The man who 
held the property in Brooklyn claimed 
that it had been transferred to him le- 
gally, but he disappeared after the in- 
vestigation was well begun. Mrs. Cur- 
tis has obtained possession of this prop- 
erty.

Was Bought in 1812 by His Great 


Grandfather and Kept Correct 


Time to This Daj 


In spite of the war with England in 


1812, many peaceable business transac- 
tions took piace, and oue of them is be- 
ing remembered up to this very day, 


In that year the great grandfather 


of Gustav Mueller, 
who 
died 
three 


months ago, 98 years old, bought a most 
remarkable clock, which has been in the 
possession of the Mueller family ever 
since, in other words, for 93 years. The 
clock was not new when it was brought 
into this family, so it is hard tolling how 
old it actually is. 


The late Gustav Mueller willed the 


clock to his son, Ernest Mueller, 1650 
North Wisconsin street, who still owns 
it, and emphatically affirms that he will 
not part with it for any amount in the 
world. 


The clock is a wonderful specimen of 


unique ingenuity and has never, during 
more than nine decades, lost an hour. 
The entire skillfully constructed mech- 
anism tends to show how painstakingly- 
careful our forefathers were when they 
were about to 
undertake 
mechanical 


tasks. 


To this clock clings much interest, as 


it not only is perfectly made, but also 
has great historical value, and it cer- 
tainly is no wonder that Mr. Mueller re- 
gp.rds the remarkable piece of work an 
almost sacred family relic. 


Mr. Herman F. Mueller, the wholesale 


grocer on Douglas avenue, also is a son 
of the late Gustav Mueller, by whose 
great grandfather the quaint old clock 
came into the possession of the Muel- 
lers.

Chicagoan Declares He is Pass- 


ing Like Indians Before 


Advance oi Women. 


DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 1(5.—The speech 


yesterday of Mr. Bodine, who is super- 
intendent of compulaory 
education of 


Chicago, before the convention of fac- 
tory inspectors, created a mild sensation 
among the delegates. The speaker pro- 
duced several statistics covering 
the 


past twenty years, showing that the in- 
dustrial competition of women, children 
and machine labor was driving thp, men 
out of tho largo cities to fields of heavy 
manual labor in mining and agriculture. 
He ducJared that woman was destined 
to be the ruling sex in industrialism, 
and continued: 


"Man, like the Indian, is dying out, 


and being driven out. In 1890 there were 
3,1)14,571 women who were employed in 
gainful occupations in America. In 1900 
the number had increased to 5,329,807. 
The birth rate among the female popu- 
lation is increasing and the deaths de- 
creasing. It is just the reverse 
among 


the males. We are rapidly drifting to 
the age of the 'eternal feminine,' when 
man will be a back number and forced 
to return to the noil, and to those fields 
of labor wliere only his physical endur- 
ance will save him in the struggle for 
survival."

said: 


"Society is dying out at the top.I', is

RETAINING WALL SPLIT 
Cracked From Top to Bottom— 


Construction in Cold Weath- 


er the Cause. 


The concrete retaining wall built it *• 


the west cud of the West Sixth street; 
bridge last winter at a considerable cost 
to the city, is cracked on the north sido 
from top to bottom and broken into two 
separate and distinct pieces, that portion 
of the wall north of the huge crack 
standing out a couple of inches from tho 
portion south of the fissure. 


Attention of the west siders is now 


centered on this wall and they fear that ^ 
within a short time it will go down into 
the river. It is said that the north por- 
tion of the structure has moved out 
perceptibly since the wall cracked.

Porto Hico citizens, if accounts have 


not been enlarged upon, arc to demand 
home rule for their island, and to this 
there arc not a few Americans but who 
will perceive some merit at least in their 
memorial that pointedly refers to gov- 
ernors coming- to them ignorant of their

and 
customs.

memorial takes cognizance of the pro- 
vision in the Foraker law that leaves the 
preponderance of power in the executive 
council, which is composed of heaJs of 
departments that have been appointed 
by the president. 


What these Porto Ricnna want is an 


amendment to the Foraker law, which 
reads as follows:

possess the same privileges granted to 
the house under the Foraker law. 


3. That the secretary of Porto Eic.o, 


the attorney general, the. treasurer, the 
auditor, the commissioner of education 
and the commissioner of the interior, 
continue in their present offices under 
the present titles, but that they form 
no part of the executive council. 


4. That the officials named be appoint- 


ed by the governor, with the consent of 
the insular senate, and not by the presi- 
dent of the United States. 


Should these demands be granted it 


by no means removes from a feature of 
consideration the 
sovereignty of the 


United States. • A choice of governor by 
the native senate should be a subject of 
confirmation by our government, so thnt 
by this course nny improper nomination 
could be rejected.

Yet to-day that may be called the 


principal connecting link by 
which 


they are hoping to obtain 
stronger 


evidence to show that Frederick 
E. 


Carlton, now a prisoner in Raymond 
street jail, Brooklyn, has been guilty 
several times over of murder, repeated ; 
grand larcenies, many bigamies, whole- 
sale blackmail and swindling of insur- 
ance companies. 


Their first cup of tea has been found 


almost at the time one James E. Mc- 
Candlass, a farm boy, left his home 
at Louisiana, Polk 
county, Mo., in 


the latter part o£ the eighties, and the 
last sees Mary Gorman Carlton dying 
18 years later in a furnished room 
house in Sands street, Brooklyn, from 
tetanus. 
During those 18 years they 


have found tea brewed in half the 
states of the union, in 20 of its great 
cities, in the army and in the navy, 
and always in the same way. The tea, 
of course, is only the first step. 
The 


second is the confrontation, and that, 
the police promise, will be for the liv- 
ing.

Inspector Cross Puzzled. 


Police Inspector Adam 
A. 
Cross, 


known as one of the most intelligent 
and best educated of the 
uniformed 


force, borough Inspector of Brooklyn, 
after an hour and a half's searching 
cross-examination of Carlton the other 
day turned to the men waiting, and, 
with a smile that was not wholly that 
of triumph, pointed: at the retreaung 
figure of Carlton departing 
between 


two policemen, saying: 


"There goes, in my opinion, one of 


the remarkable criminals of the age. 
I confess I cannot wholly make him 
out. 
A very high degree of cunning, 


a smattering of education along pecul- 
iar 
lines and 
a 
criminal instinct 


driven by an inordinate desire 
for 


notoriety have combined to produce a 
man who would stop at nothing, who 
could cover his tracks well for years 
and then when discovery did come sup- 
ply him with the effrontery to stand 
undismayed before overwhelming evi- 
dence. 


"I have just talked to him for an 


hour and a half. 
He declared to me 


he would answer frankly, 
arid 
yet 


when questions were put to him that 
he did not care to havo asked 
he 


would vail his frankness 
under re- 


fusal or the plea that his counsel had 
instructed him to keep silent. 
He 


laughs at al! charges except perhaps 


frankness Itself on some points, he had 
Irawn a mental circ*e about others 
ind his answers never overstepped the 
lien—but through it all there was the 
laughing 
triumphant 
declaration: 


"You 
will see. 
I will go free. 
There 


will never be a charge made to stand 
up against me. I am willing to go to 
|ail and have everything sifted thor- 
oughly. At the proper time I will tell 
everything." 


Carlton has at the present time three 


deflnite charges against him. The first 
is the accusation of H. B. J. Schaub, 
machinist on the submarine Porpoise, 
that Carlton took from him the sum 
of $700 on a pretext that the money 
would be used in speculating in tax 
sales. On that he stands indicted. 


The second charge for which he is 


under indictment in Manhattan is the 
accusation of Dr. G. A. Goldsmith, of 
Stamford, Conn., who has sworn that 
Carlton drugged him with a cup of tea 
and robbed him of ?500 at the St. Clair 
hotel, Park Row, in January, 1900. 


The third, for which he is accused 


jointly with Mrs. Eleanor Van Deven- 
ter, with whom he lived, is haying in 
his possession improper photographs of 
women. 


At present Dr. Charles P. O'Connor, 


pathologist of the health department, 
is conducting a chemical analysis. of 
the stomach and organs of Mary Gor- 
man Carlton, his wife, who died in 
March of this year, supposedly from 
tetanus, for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether the woman died from poi- 
son. 


The authorities at Washington stand 


ready, it is reported, to exhume the 
body of Jennie Smyth Carlton, wife, 
who died in June, 1904, from tetanus, 
it was supposed, for the purpose of dis- 
covering if she died from the effects 
of poison. 
Suspect Tetanus Inoculation. 


In both of these cases the authori- 


ties are proceeding on tne assumption 
that in applying modern 
scientific 


methods to murder, the man may have 
actually inoculated 
the women with 


the germs of tetanus. They have the 
testimony of two persons already in 
their possession that Carltou not only 
often spoka of germs, but apparently 
had cultures of them in his apartments. 
A motive for the murder easily proven 
the police declare, would be found in 
the insurance he collected on the death 
oC both wives.

Mrs. Etta Kingrey, of Gordon, Ala., 


Is coming north to be satisfied that in 
Carltoa she -will be able to identify 
the Eduardo J. Martinez who married 
her in 1898 in Alabama, took all her 
savings and then deserted her. On 
this identification the police believe 
they will be able to base a charge oJ 
bigamy, for they claim to have outside 
evidence to show that in one particular 
case Carlton posed as De Martinez, 
claiming to have been a Spaniard spy 
and to have inside knowledge of the 
blowing up of the Maine. 


Millie Peterson, of Jersey City, has 


positively identified Carlton in jail as 
the man who made her his common 
law wife and deserted her. She does 
not say Carlton ever robbed her, but 
she has sworn that he endeavored to 
have her life insured. 


The charges of swindling the insur- 


ance companies, the police admit, are 
wholly without anything substantial 
on which to base suspicion at this time, 
There have been inquiries for further 
Descriptions and identifications from at 
least five insurance companies and 
guarded statements that there was 
some suspicion that there might hare 
bean fraud in that way.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 
17.—A 


study in the proportion of children in tie 
United States was published by the bur- 
eau of the census yesterday as bulletin 
22. This is a statistical discussion, writ- 
ten by Prof. Walter F. Wilcos of Cor- 
nell uiuVerity, and based upon data al- 
ready published in the main reports of 
;he twelfth census. 


At the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 


tury the children under 10 years of age 
constituted one-third and at the end less 
than one-fourth of the total population. 
The decrease in this proportion beffan as 
early as the decade 1810 to 1820, and con- 
iimicd uninterruptedly, though at vary- 
ing rates, ill each successive decade. This 
of itself, however, is not enough to prove 
a declining birth rate, as the decrease in 
the proportion of children in the total 
population may indicate merely an in- 
crease in the average duration of life 
and the consequent survival of a larmr 
number of adults. 


DKCLIXE IN BITtTH RATE. 


But by taking- the proportion of chil- 


dren to women of child-bearing age we 
are able to get a more satisfactory in- 
dex of the movement of the birth 'rate 
'Between 1850 and 1800, the earliest de- 
cade for which figures cnn be obtamod, 
this proportion increased. But since 18(30 
it has decreased without interruption 
The decrease has been very unequal from 
decode to decade, but if twenty-yenr per- 
iods are considered, it has been very reg- 
ulnr. 
In -1860 the number of children 


under 5 years of 'age to 1,000 women 15 
to 40 ycnrs of ogc was 034; in 1900 ft was 
only 474. In other words the proportion 
of children to potentinl mothers in 1900 
was only three-fourths as Inrue t>s 
in 


1800. One is thus led to the conclusion 
that there I,(is boon a, persistent decline 
m the birth rate since 1800. 


GREATER IN COUNTRY DISTRICTS. 


In 1000, for the United States as a 


whole, the proportion of children was 
only two-thirds as great in cities as in 
the country, while in the far west the 
difference is intermediate in amount This 
is probably due in large measure to the 
fact thnt the immigrant population who 
have been swarming into the northern 
cities of recent years, especially into the 
cities of the north Atlantic states hove 
been multiplying by 
numerous 
births 


with much rapidity, while the 
eorrcs- 


ponding laboring class which has immi- 
grated to southern cities from the sur 
rounding country districts has not been 


thus increasing.^ 
GREATEST IN NORTH 
AND WEST. 


If this decline were due in large part 


to the influx of immigrants, we should 
expect it to be greatest in those sections 
of the country to which most of the im- 
migrants have gone—greater in the north 
and west than in the south. It is found 
in fact, that in the north and west there 
has been a more or less regular, decline, 
while in the south the change has been 
less regular and the decline less marked. 
In 1850 the proportion of children to 1 - 
000 women in the north and west was 
five-sixths of what it was in the south- 
m 1000 it was less than three-fourths. ' 


PROPORTION AMONG WHITES. 
The decrease in the 
proportion of 


white children under 10 to the total 
white population began as early as the 
decade 1810 to 1820, and has continued 
without interruption, but with varyins 
rapidity, to the end of the century 'ih 
greatest decreases were found in the de 
cades of greatest immigration, and may 
have been due in part to the dispronor 
tionate number of adults in the new'im 
migrant population. The decreases in the 
decades 1850 to I860 and 1SOO to 1000 
were very slight. The fact that these 
were the decades immediately following 
the great waves of immigration suggests 
that the check in the decrease was due 
to the large number of children born to 
the immigrants after they found homes 
and became settled.

'below the average for the country in all 
states north of the Potomac and die Ohio 
and cost of the Mississippi, except, Wis- 
consin, and in Oregon, California, Nevada 
ana Colorado.
